Second Trial on Counts for Which 


Judge Landis Fined it Twenty- 


Nine Millions Blows Up. 


Chicago, March 10.—Judge Ander-, 


sou today decided to instruct the jury 
in the Standard Oil case to find the 
company .not guilty. 


The decision of tho court was an- 


nounced at the close of a long argu- 
ment by Assistant District Attorney 
Wilkerson and the jury was imme- 
diately ^summoned and instructed to 
return a. verdict of not guilty. This 
means that all but two of the pending 
indictments against the Standard Oil 
company, of Indiana, are void and will 
bo abandoned by the government. The 
two cases not affected by today's deci- 
sion aro cases involving the shipment 
of 1,915 car loads of oil from Whiting, 
Ind., to -Evansville, Ind., via Dalton 
Junction over the Chicago ai.d East- 
ern Illinois railroad. 


History of the Case. 


The prosecution which today ended 


in failure after having once been tried 
by Judge K. M. Landis, whoso deci- 
sion was reversed by the court of ap- 
peals and the case remanded to the 
district court for a second trial, had its 
beginning. August 27ih, 1006. 


On that date ten indictments were 


. returned by a federal grand jury 


charging 1he Standard Oil company, of 
Indiana, with accepting concessions 
from railways in shipments of oil from 
Whiting, Ind. Demurrers to two of 
these, involving shipments over the 
Chicago and Eastern Illinpis-.railroa,d 


"•Tan"d''conlrblling roads to G-and Junc- 


tion, Tennessee, were sustained and 
the indictments were quashed shortly 


after they had been returned. 
The 


eight remaining bills were demurred 
to, but the demurrers were over- 
ruled. 


Two of the eight indictments Invol- 


ved shipments over the Chicago and 
Alton railroad from Whiting, Ind., to 
East St. Louis, 111., and St. Louis, one 
containing 1,903 counts and tho other 
1S4 counts. 
It was the 1,903 counts 


indictment on which tho oil company 
prosecution was based. 
With 146 


counts allowed to stand, the case went 
to trial first before Judge Landis, 
March 4th, 1907. The trial consumed 
six weeks and resulted in a verdict of 
guilty April 13, 1907. 


Landis Imposes Historic Fine. 


Arguments for a 
new trial were 


heard in May and a motion for a new 
trial was denied. On August 3, 1907, 
.Tudge Landis imposed his famous 
$29,240,000 fine. 


On appeal the case went to the 


United States circuit court of appeals 
and was argued a year ago. 


The decision of the court of appeals 


reversing Judge Landis and remand- 
ing the case for a new trial was given 
July 22, ]!)OS. Attempts of the govern- 
ment', to obtain a rehearing of the case 
before the appellate court, as well as 
their endeavors to secure a review of 
it before 'the United States supreme 
court failed.

Final 


Measures of Assembly 


Into State Law. 


Indianapolis. March 10.—Governor 


Marshall yesterday signed the last 
three bills placed before him by the 
general assembly. The bills were the 
Thornton house cities and towns.hill, 
the appropriation hill and the Smith 
house bill, providing for a tax levy 
of Hi cents instead of 3 cents on 
each $100 for the state debt sinking 
fund for 1910 and 1011. The Thornton 
bill, the last to receive the considera- 
tion of the governor, was amended by 
the conference committee shortly be- 
fore 2 o'clock. Tuesday morning in 
such a way that it does not provide 
that officers in cities of the first, sec- 
ond and 
third class shall succeed 


themselves. 
Governor Marshall had 


objected to this provision. 


The sinking fund hill was passed 


by the house late Saturday night un- 
der suspension of tho rules. 
It was 


then hurried to the senate, which did 
not consider it until the conference 
committee's report on the appropria- 
tion bill had been disposed of. 
The 


Thornton bill was disposed of only a 
few minutes before tho report of the 
conference committee on the appro- 
priation bill was adopted 
in both 


branches yesterday morning. 


Fourteen Cities Affected. 


The Thornton bill affects fourteen 


cities, nine of which are in the fourth 
class. The nine are: Michigan City, 
Hammond, Logansport, Elkhart, Yin- 
cennes, Marion, Richmond, Lafayette 
and Kokomo. There are fifteen cities 
that expect to come within the provi 
sions of the act under the next United 
States census.

The act abolishes hoards of public 


works now provided for in cities o 
the fourth class and provides that 
their work shall he done by the mayor, 
the city engineer and one citizen ap- 
pointed by the mayor, the latter being 
the only one to receive compensation. 
The act abolishes the office of city 
treasurer in county seat cities, where, 
under the present law, the work of 
the city treasurer is being done by 
the county treasurer. 


Sharing the Honors, 


The passage of the appropriation 


act in its present form is looked upon 
by democratic leaders in the legisla- 
ture as a victory by the democratic 
party, hut more particularly a personal 
victory for Governor Marshall. The 
republicans do not so recognize it. 
They contend the amount of. the ap- 
propriations in the bill was $60,000 
lower when the bill passed the senate 
than it was when the bill passed the 
house. 
The republican leaders con- 


tend it was the senate which saved 
the day. They declare that if the re- 
publicans had held out antl hot come 
to an agreement and the bill had fail- 
ed, the republicans could have gone 
before the people in the next cam- 
paign with the better argument of the 
two. 


As the bill becomes a law, the total 


appropriations 
amount 
to 
$S,1S6,- 


378.54. The bill was cut $137,SOO in 
the final conference and increases of 
$18,900 made the net cut $118,900, as 
compared with the bill when it passed 
the senate. 


With the new law decreasing the 


sinking fund tax levy from 3 cents to 
1% cents, it is believed that at the 
end of the next, two years the people 
of the state will have paid $400,000 
less in sinking fund taxes than thej 
dirt in the preceding two years.

tax levy has been 33.35 cents on each

Detroit's experience is certainly an object lesson for Fort Wajaie in .the I 


matter of municipal ownership in public lighting.

In talk 50 we made note of the growth of Detroit's original investment of I 


$605,508 in 1895 to $1,192,508 by June 30, 1906— an increase of $587,000 in eleven I 
years.

This latest report shows a further increase of investment in the two years I

two inches waist measure, is simple. 
To copy it for the average woman re- 
quires six yards of material thirty-six 
inches wide, or five yards forty-four 
inches in width.

like linen, duck or pique, one need 
not hesitate to proceed with perfect 
assurance that the result will be sat 
isfactory, if the directions on the pat- 
tern are followed and due attention 
paid to details.
